To show that progress IS being made, over condi- 
tions of a hundred years.ago, we print herewith the 
description written on a card in front of one of the 
wax figures on the British convict ship ‘Success’ 
which made .a round-the-world exhibition trip some 
thirty or forty years ago: 

One Hundred Years Ago i 

“23. GHORGE LOVELACE. Born 1804 at Dorchester, 
Englard. Wasa farm laborer. As the wages of such 
were Only 7/- ($1.75) per week he proceeded to form a 
Lavorers’ Saciety to secure 1/- (25 cents) a week in- 
crease. The.following were the committee:—GEO. 
LOVELACE, JAMES LOVELASCE, (brother), JAMES 
HAMMETT (brother-in-law), THOMAS STANFIBLD, 
JAMES BRINE, and a good speaker named CLARKE. 
These were the famous “SIX MEIN OF DORSET.” In 
those days farm hands lived on “barley fannocks”and 
turnips, with perhaps a slice of fat bacon on Sundays, 
other food being too dear. The answer of the farmers 
t.. the deputation was to give them notice that in the 
future-their wages would be reduced to 6/- ($1.50) a 
week, andif any more complaints were made they 


would be arrested for conspiracy. A ‘Proclamation was 


issued, threatening to PUNISH ANY MAN WITH SEV- 
EN YEARS’ TRANSPORTATION WHO JOINED A 
TRADE SOCIETY. Lovelace and his companions were 
convicted and sentenced to seven years’ transportation 
to Van Diemen’s Land. After serving three years on 
the convict-ship “Success” and in the chain-gangs in 
Australia, the Sritish Government yielded to the agi- 
tation in England in favor of these men, and they were 
pardoned. These men were the first trade unionists 
martyrs to their cauge. and their story throws a vivid 
light on the changes which have come about in the 
condition of the worker since the middle of the Nire- 
teenth Century, and affords. striking ohject Osean in

EUROPE: . 
Another Munich? 


One fear long entertained but lit- 
tle discussed by France and Britain 
is that Danzig might simply and 
peacefully declare its union with 
Germany. If Poland then went to 
war, she would be labeled as an 
aggressor. This crafty scheme has 
been brewing in Adolf Hitler’s mind 
ever since it became apparent that 
German force in Danzig would be 
met by Polish-French-British force. 
But originally it was Benito Mus- 
solini’s idea, for a conflict over Dan- 
zig. would enmesh Italy just as a 
war over Sudetenland would have 
brought similar consequences last 
autumn. Already tired of aiding 
Germany’s aggrandizement at the 
risk of their own necks, rank-and- 
file Italians were about ready to 
junk the Rome-Berlin axis. 

A more exalted statesman than 
Der Fuehrer, I] Duce sent his son- 
in-law foreign minister, Count Ga- 
leazzo Ciano, to confer near Salz- 
burg with German Foreign Minister 
Joachim von Ribbentrop. The ap- 
parent decision, pressed by Count 


. RIBBENTROP AND CIANO 
Danzig isn’t worth Italian blood. 


Ciano and ultimately accepted by 
Hitler, was that Danzig was not 
worth a war. Having thus coun- 
seled moderation, Mussolini had 
again pressed his pants and entered 
once more the good graces of 
France and Britain. 

Rumors leaked out that 1 Duce 
was loud in acclaim of the Vatican’s 
sincere efforts for peace via nego- 
tiation. But Il Duce was not so high- 
minded. Laying the groundwork for 
a five-power conference (Germany, 
Italy, Poland, Britain, France) he 
intended to settle not only the Dan- 
zig issue but a few others as well, 
attaining his own end by winning 
colonial concessions from France.

Weekly News Analysis 
Hitler, Duce Lay Groundwork for Five -Power Conference 


to relief families. Successful, the 
plan was next tried with non-relief- 
ers. Latest development is Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Henry A. Wal- 
lace’s announcement that food script 
will soon be used on a nation-wide 
basis. 

Coming up soon is even bigger 
script news. In Washington, Geor- 
gia’s Sen. Richard B. Russell Jr. 
made known a “certificate plan’”’ he 
will introduce at the next session of 
congress to solve the farm problem. 
Its gist: 

The secretary of agriculture would 
give growers certificates covering 
their allotted portion of a normal 
domestic crop. For example, a cot- 
ton grower who got 200 pounds from 
each of his 10 acres over the pre- 
vious five-year average, would get 
certificates for that part of his 2,000 
pounds which is ordinarily sold do- 
mestically. To purchase this cotton, 
domestic buyers must also buy the 
certificates, paying for them the dif- 
ferential between the market price 
and parity price. If the parity price 
were 15 cents and cotton sold at 10 
cents, certificates would cost five 
cents a pound. 

Biggest advantage of the plan is 
that it lifts the burden of parity 
payments from government shoul- 
ders. Disadvantages: (1) It is 
merely a disguise for unpopular 
processing taxes, and would ulti- 
mately raise costs to consumers; (2) 
it still leaves the export problem 
unsolved. : 

Other farming news: 

@ Revised and extended to July 31, 
1940, was the wheat export subsidy 
program. Under the old plan, gov- 
ernment-purchased wheat was sold 
to exporters. New plan:  Export- 
ers will buy wheat direct from mills 
and elevators, seek a foreign mar- 
ket and advise the agricultural de- 
partment how much subsidy they 
need to finance the export. 

@ Corn crop estimates were placed 
at 2,450,888,000 bushels, or 111,000,- 
000 bushels under the previous 
month’s estimate. Reason: Hot 
and dry weather. Meanwhile win- 
ter wheat estimates rose from 547,- 
767,000 bushels to 550,710,000. 


BUSINESS: 
What Challenge? i 


What congress did or did not do 
to help or hurt business and labor 
offers a meaty conversational me- 
lange this month. Reason: Con- 
gress’ refusal to try more pump- 
priming left the burden of recovery 
proof on the shoulders of private 
enterprise. But at the same time 
congress did little (in business’ 
eyes) to allevidte business’ tax and 
labor woes. Therefore both busi- 
ness and labor jumped into the na- 
tional political arena soon after ad- 
journment, one anxious to encourage 
a trend, the other willing to hop the 
bandwagon for whatever it was 
worth.

ASIA: 


Surrender 


Bit by bit Great Britain’s prestige 
in Europe has been nibbled away by 
appeasement to the dictators. Last 
month the same process began in 
the Far East as an outgrowth of 
Britain’s refusal to surrender four 
Chinese charged with murdering a 
Japanese puppet in Tientsin. Slowly 
strangled by blockades against her 
concessions up and down the -Chi- 
nese coasts, Britain sent her Am- 
bassador Sir Robert Craigie into 
conference with Jap Foreign Min- 
ister Hachiro Arita. Seizing the 
chance, Japan forced British recog- 
nition of the ‘“‘new order’’ in China. 

Early August found the confer- 
ences broken down while Japan con- 
tinued her insults to British nation- 
als in the Far East. Panicky for a 
settlement, Britain decided to sur- 
render once more. In London the 
government's legal experts came out 


of a huddle to announce Tientsin au- 


thorities should hand. over to Japan 
the four Chinamen. That accom- 
plished, Sir Robert expected to be 
ealled into conference once more, 
there to hear Japanese demands 
concerning North China’s currency

PRESS: 
In Europe 


Seldom have American newspaper 
men been ousted from tightly cen- 
sored Germany. Conversely, they 
frequently get the boot in easier- 
going Italy. What startles Ameri- 
can journalists and readers alike, 
however, is the growing continental 
tendency toward censorship, making 
the U. S. one of the last stands of 
a free press. Among earliest sam- 
ples were the ouster of two Chicago 
Daily News men and a New York 
Times representative from Rome. 
Later the news magazine Time was 
banned from London. In early 
August, France—which has already 
started a drive on ‘‘ism’’ papers— 
was disclosed to have clamped a 
censorship on newspaper and news 
photo shipments coming in by air. 
The same day, America’s United 
Press was told to get out of Rome. 
Not only was Time banned (for an 
article about Mussolini’s daughter, 
Countess Edda Ciano) but such pub- 
lications as Collier’s, Esquire and 
the New Republic were also black- 
listed.

New Forecasts 

When’ wallop-trading between 
legislative and executive branches 
characterizes a session of congress, 
there is every reason to expect that 
each side shall take its version of 
the story to that final judge—the 
People. In themselves such post- 
session rebuttals are merely re- 
hashed opinions, yet President 
Roosevelt’s peculiar interest in the 
1940 election will continue to make 
news until he decides to seek a third 
term or retire.

Waters churned and boiled several 
miles out of Portsmouth, N. H. Up 
popped red and white pontoons. Be- 
low, raised 80 feet off the ocean 
floor, hung the submarine Squalus 
with her crew of 26 dead. Lifted 
successfully at last after the heart- 
breaking failure of July 12, the 
$4,000,000 craft was towed two miles 
toward shore, hit an uncharted mud 
bank and stalled again. Next day, 
while salvagers set about shifting 
their hoisting gear, the cruiser Tus- 
caloosa hove into view, carrying a 
presidential cargo to New England 
and Canadian waters. For an hour 
and a half the Tuscaloosa watched 
salvagers at work.

@ WISE HANDLING 
necessary to eliminate hand- 
icap of constant embarrass- 
ment. Parents should assist 
youngsters to rise above 
ever-present timidity and 
to enjoy social life.

WE ALL realize that the child 
who is shy and constantly em- 
barrassed by bashfulness has a 
handicap that needs very wise han- 
dling. Many times a parent can 
help a child to rise above this timid- 
ity and become happily sociable, 
delighting in personal contacts. 

“June started out to be one of 
those little children who hide be- 
hind their mother’s skirts at the ap- 
proach of a stranger; her lips quiv- 
ered if she were*singled out for at- 
tention and she evaded the mailman 
and the milkman when they came 
on their daily rounds,” related a 
mother before a group of parent 
students. “I determined that she 
should never hear any of the family 
comment on her shyness. I also 
made up my mind to think of ways 
of helping the baby to overcome this 
handicap. I knew I should have to 
go very carefully along the way or 
I might make matters worse, but 
today June is such an unusually re- 
sponsive child and meets people so 
easily that I feel my carefully laid 
plans were well worth while. 


“I began with the mailman as he 
came each day. I allowed June to 
stick the stamp on my ietter. This 


‘| seemed such a big thing to her! 


Then, with the letter in her hand 
to give the mailman, she forgot her 
fear and ran out to meet him. He 
helped me by not getting too friendly 
with her all at once. And in mucb 
this same simple way-I acquainted 
June with the milkman and the 
grocery boy. I let her put thg tick- 
ets in the milk bottles and let her 
set the bottles out. That gave her 
an interest in the man who de- 
livered the milk. I would empty the 
grocery boy’s basket and hand her 
ihe empty container to give to him. 


Get Acquainted Gradually. 


‘When guests came to the house I 
would ask her to open the door. She 
soon learned to ask them to be seat- 
ed especially if their manner when 
they greeted her was not too famil- 
iar. Most little boys and girls like to 
get acquainted with a strange per- 
son gradually, but many older peo- 
ple are apt to gush over children, 
the moment they meet them. When 
June started for nursery schoo] she 
was somewhat afraid of the experi- 
ence. But each morning I let her 


1 take some small gift to the teacher 


and her joy in carrying the flower 
or the red apple or the cutout she 
had made lessened her conscious- 
ness of self and the problem was 
solved happily. 


“Shyness or backwardness is often 
regarded by parents as a trait the 
child will outgrow and so they feel it 
need not be given special concern. 
I like to think that in our home we 
are always helping the children to 
develop the traits that will benefit 
them. They should be able to meet 
people happily, be sufficiently self- 
possessed to enter into child activi- 
ties and reap the joy of personal 
contacts. 

“Shyness induces an inferiority 
complex in the child that later 
makes the grownup cheat himself of 
much advancement and many pleas- 
ures that are rightly his. Today 
June at five can meet the guests in 
our home pleasantly, totally uncon- 
scious of herself. What. picture

Recipe for Receipt 

Modern dictionaries all indicate 
that the preferred name for “a 
formula or list of ingredients of a 
mixture, giving the exact propor- 
tions together with proper directions 
for compounding,”’ is recipe. But it 
cannot be forgotten that the same 
definition, since the Fifteenth cen- 
tury or longer, has also fitted the 
word receipt. In other words, either 
word may correctly be employed in 
this sense; but the present tendency 
is to restrict this meaning, either in 
medicine or cooking, to the word 
recipe.

Potato starch is used in the cotton 
and woolen textile industries, the pa- 
per industry, in confectionery, and 
in plywood factories.

How Sepia Is Made 

Sepia is a: dark-brown pigment ob- 
tained from the ink-saes of cuttle- 
fish. These are removed and dried 
to prevent putrefaction, then digest- 
ed with dilute alkali, after which the 
solution is filtered and the color pre- 
cipitated with dilute hydrochloric 
acid, washed. filtered and dried.
